KILKENNY CATS 


Cotton will reach higher price levels during the coming 
year, in the opinion of W. Irving Bullard, Boston banker and 
cotton man, according to a dispatch from Boston. The dispatch 
says: 
“W. Irving Bullard, vice president of the Merchants Na­ 
tional Bank of Boston and treasurer of the National Associa­ 
tion of Cotton Manufacturers, believes that unless the weather 
is unusually favorable to growing during the next three months 
cotton will cross 25 cents a pound. Following his return from a 
trip through the cotton States he reports that Southern poinion 
is unanimous that cotton will sell higher.” 
It is a new thing to have predictions of 25-cent cotton 
come from such a source. It is predicated upon a very short 
crop, to be sure, and the crop will be short enough. But this 
feature of the South's situation will not be an unmixed evil.
